Chinese Delegates Refuse to Sign the 
Official Document 




6REAT WAR WHICH HAS BEEN 
FELT IS THE WHOLE WORLD 
COMES TO A CLOSE 
FINALLY.

Versailles, June The Treaty of 
Peace which formally brought a close 
U the world war was signed thin af- 
The official delegates of Oer- 
signed the document promptly 
Kt 8:12 P. ■». and President Wood row 
Wilson, heading the delegation from 
the United States signed the pact two 
minutes later being followed almost 
immediately by Premier David Lloyd- 
George, of England. 

The official German delegates nr. 
rived at the palace at 3t08 p. m. and 
Premier Clemenceau called the meet- 
ing to order In two ntlntnes after their 
arrtraL la opening the ceremony Pre- 
mler Clemencean, president of the 
Peace Conference assured the German 
delegates that the text of the treaty 
was the tame as had been famished 
them before and then said: "I now 
Inrlte yon to sign." 

British colonial representatives 
signed immediately after the British 
delegation. General Jan Smuts of 
South Africa signed under protest, is- 
suing a long statement explaining his 
objection to the treaty. 
Clemenceau signed at 3:23. 
The Chinese delegation refused to 
sign. The Japanese signed sixth, at 
3:30. 

The Chinese delegates were not 
present They were reported to have 
sent to Pekln for Instructions. 

Clemenceau declared the proceed- 
ings cloeed at 3: 60, the entire cere- 
mony occupying 41 minutes. 

The German delegation arrived here 
at 3 a'm. today. It consisted of For- 
eign Minister Hermann Mueller and 
Colonial Minister Johannes Bell. They 
were accompanied by a small staff ol 
secretaries. 

Every preparation had been com. 
pleted for the ceremony beginning In 
the palace at 3 p. m. — 9 a. m. Maysvllle 



lime. It was expected to last at least 
three hours. 

In addition to the treaty proper, the 
convention governing administration 
of the left bank of the Rhine and the 
proctocol of June 21, interpreting the 
provisions, were to be signed. 

The program was changed today so 
the Germans could sign earlier than 
under the original schedule. Clemen- 
cean, Wilson, Lloyd-George and the 
two Germans signing the treaty at the 
center table, in the order named. 

Signing of the proctocol of the 
Rhine convention by the same dele- 
gates, at their seats, followed under 
the new program. Transfer of all 
documents to the center table so the 
other delegates could affix their sig- 
natures followed this step under the 
change. 

The German credentials were ap- 
proved this morning. 

Dr. Mueller of the German delega- 
tion ordered a special train to be 
ready to start for Berlin at 9 p. m. 

An official of the French foreign 
office obtained the German delegates' 
credentials at 9 a. m. and took them 
to the Quai d'Orsay for examination. 
The German signers still were in bed 
at 10 a. m. 

Big crowds were In the streets at 
an early hour. 

The Germans expressed fear the 
treaty might contain variations from 
the original Secretary Paul Dutasta 
of the peace conference thereupon 
delivered to Secretary Von Hanlel of 
the German delegation a letter signed 
by Premier Georges Clemencead. 
guaranteeing the copy signed would 
not vary from the text handed to 
Count Brockdorff-Rantiau, former 
head of the German commission. 

German threats not to live up to 
treaty stipulations regarding the east- 
ern boundary have been met by the 
Big Three with Instructions to the Su- 
preme War Council to take up con- 
sideration of the problem of getting 
munitions and war materials to the 
Polish army. 



Colonel E. M. House, Lord Mllner, 
Sir John Simon, Slgnor Crespl and 
Viscount Chlnda have been appointed 
a special committee to draw up model 
mandatories. 

The question of Austrian repara- 
tions has been completed and the re- 
mainder of the Austrian treaty is ex- 
pected to be presented at SJ.. Ger- 
main on Monday. 

In the Hall of Mirrors at the Pal- 
ace there were places for representa- 
tives of nearly every race and creed 
in the world. 

The big horseshoe table was on a 
platform elevated about a foot above 
the floor. In the renter of the horse- 
shoe space was a small table top- 
ped with brown leather, on which 
rested the treaty. One chair before 
this table was the seat for each dele- 
gate performing the act of signing. 

At the eastern end of the hall the 
"salon do palx" was reserved for dis- 
tinguished visitors, seating about 300. 
The "salon de gulrre" was for the 
press and had seats for 60 Americans, 
50 BritiBh, 60 French, 40 Italians. 25 
Japanese, 15 Germans. 70 from small 
powers and 20 from neutral nations. 
In this salon special American tele- 
phone and telegraph lines were In- 
stalled, to flash news of the signing 
to the cable office. 

Prominent seats In the visitors' sec- 
tion were reserved for Mrs. Wilson 
and for Miss Margaret Wilson. 

The courtyard was a blaze of mili- 
tary splendor, detachments of all al- 
lied armies with flags unfurled com- 
ing sharply to attention as the dele- 
gates arrived In automobiles.

Every one was eagerly awaiting the 
news that the German delegates had 
signed and as soon as the fire bell be- 
gan to sound others took up message 
and everyone In Maysvllle knew that 
the Peace Treaty had been signed In 
Just a short time after the German 
delegates had affixed their signatures. 

There was no automobile parade or 
demonstration such as was seen here 
when the armistice was signed but ev- 
eryone was happy that the world war 
had been Anally brought to a conclu- 
sion.

The first of the meetings In the In- 
terest of rural development in Ken- 
tucky will open Monday with a three- 
day meeting in Fern Creek. All 
phases of rural life will be touched 
on during the Fern Creek meeting. 
Three overseas men who fought in 
the Argonne battle, with Infantry, 
artillery and the marines, will be In 
charge. 

From July 14 to 19 meetings will be 
held In Bell, Knox, Clay, Whitley, 
Laurel and Rockcastle counties. These 
rural chautauquaa have Uie approval 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture, the State Department of 
Agriculture, the College of Agricul- 
ture and its Extension Department, 
the State Departments of Education, 
Roads and Health; Kentucky Uni- 
versity and the State Normal Schools. 

Sixty counties of the State will be 
reached by the Rural Development 
Chautauqua, which desire better ru- 
ral conditions. The project Is the 
first of the kind ever attempted In 
the United States. 

One of these meetings will be held 
in MaBon county beginning the first 
of the mouth of August. Although It 
by I has not been definitely decided as yet, 
It Is more than likely that the meeting 
will be held in Beechwood park. Ar- 
rangements are in the hands of Coun- 
ty Agent George Kirk and others here 
who expect to mnke this Farmers' 
Chautauqua a very well worth while 
meeting for the farmers of Mason and 
adjoining counties.

GREAT QUANTITIES 
OF FOOD HANDLED 
, AT THE CANTEEN 

Bed Cross Canteen »t Ton I Has Han- 
dled Tons o Food Staff Daiipg 
Past Eleven Months. 

Washington — Oceans of coffee, cho- 
colate and lemonade. ~ mountains of 
doughnuts and sandwiches and pyra- 
mids o fice cream were consumed by 
the 1,621,417 American doughboys who 
passed through the American Red 
Cross canteen at Tout daring the last 
eleven months. The Tool refresh- 
ment station, long known as "one of 
the busiest Red Cross spots in France" 
is located in the original American 
battle sector at a point which enabled 
It to feed almost as many soldiers a? 
there were In the American (Expedi- 
tionary forces. Many Interesting fig- 
ure* regarding the canteen's activities 
are contained in a report received to- 
day at Red Cross Headquarters 

American fighting men tarried thersy 
long enongh to eat 1,561,626 thickly- 
constructed, well-fllleil eandwlehcfl 
and 461,114 doughnuts. During the 
big American troop movements in the 
Toul sector last June the canteen

served 3,000 men a day, the soldiers 
of the Twenty-sixth, Seventy-seventh 
and Eighty-second divisions being 
cared for as they passed through in 
trains. No effort was made to keep 
track of the number of cigarettes and 
quantity of tobacco passed out to the 
men at this point. During the Ameri- 
can offensive last September 18,000 
soldiers received refreshments as they 

\ were carried into and evacuated from 

: a hospital two miles outside of Toul. 

Originally the canteen was estab- 
lished in a fifty-foot tent In the rall- 

' road yard at Toul, but with the rapid 
increase in the number of men to be 

; cared for the Red Cross took over an 
entire hotel close by for the work. As 
many as 7,000 soldiers have found 
loglngs there in a month, the number 
cared for in this way rarely dropping 
below 3,000 soldiers received meals 
there during the month of January. 
The shower baths have been used by 
70.000 soldiers. General Pershing re- 
cently inspected the canteen and com- 
plimented the managers.
